The effect of these terroristic methods on Commnist 
infiltration cannot be determined, but the program hag further antagonized 
the Taiwanese against the Nationalicts. 3x 25xX1X 
the Taiwanege are in deadly fear of Nationaliat security measures, which 
they feel are directed at them rather than at the Communists. In general, 
effective police work ig hindered by corruption in the lower ranks and mis 
divection of efforts on the policy-making level.

Disaffection in the armed forces on Taiwan is estimated ati 20 percent. 
orale is the determining factor, and it is low in both iiiitary and civil 
circles in spite of rumore that aid may be forthcoming, Ib is believed, 
however, that the Nationalists are c uypable at the present time of prerent- 
ing active mtiny. The urge to defect ig in direct proportion to the eatie 
wate of final victory. Defection is increasingly popular, while the wisdom 
of laste-diteh fighting becomes more and more uncertain,

a, Fulien Clique members who defected are actively prowoting defection 
in Yenaining naval untts and are Likely to be successful.
